RATES ON COAL 


The serious nature of the coal ciiwa- 
tion in the United States, and he re- 
wmarkable conditions existing in Can- 
ada brings up the question if amyching 
can be done in connection with, the 
applications for railways charters and 
onuses row coming beiore parliia- 
ment to prevent a coniinuation af pres- 
ent conditions 1n Canada or the occur- 
rence of events such as are ow tak+ 
ing plaice in the Staces. ‘ Canada is 
hountifullky supplied with coai, in ihe 
far east and in the far and furiher 
west. But in the centro which con- 
tains the bulk of the’ population, ( here 
«ss none. Eastern Canada centres of 
population are nearer the great coal 
fields of the United Siates than ito 
those of Canada, and depend upon 
those fields for their supply. Bui the 
centres of population in the west—that 
is in Manitoba,—are nearer Canadian 
than United States coal fields and yet 
their fuel sueply comes from! thei (Unii- 
ed tates, while the vasi coal ields of 
Alberta lie almost unworked. Ili suits 
the railway company better to haul 
Pennsylvenia coal than Lethbridge or 
Frank or Fernie coal to Winnipeg, al- 
though the distance from any of «hese 
points is much less, Jus! as it suis 
the railway company to hau! freight 
fron Montreal to Vancouver aii ta dow- 
er rate then fram Monireal to Calgary.
